They began a long 
series of test*, all of which

strengthened their faith in the dis­ 
cov ery . 
They state that, by their 
method, the electric current is gener­ 
ated in such a form that it is av ail­ 
able for all sorts of application. Its 
production is comparativ ely inex pen­ 
siv e, and by their v arious tests they

Their ex peri­ 
ments hav e been held in

The citizens of May s, Dunreith and 
Sex ton are circulating a 
petition, 
which will be presented to the Indi­ 
ana Railroad Commission some time 
in the near future, asking that they 
be giv en better serv ice on the local 
branch of the L. E. & W., which op­ 
erates between here and New Castle. 
They claim in their petition that the 
oad as now operated is v ery unsat- 
sfaetory to them for the following 
reasons: 
Only one train each way is ru n ' 
ev ery day and for this reason the 
x eople of the towns named abov e and 
v icinity are unable to v isit Rushv ille 
which is the logical trading place for 
them, being nearer 
and also 
their 
county seat. 
These citizens wofild 
ike v ery much to hav e train accom­ 
modations to this city , but, as it is, 
they must come in the ev ening and go 
back the nex t morning. 
The crew which has charge of the 
single train does all 
the 
switching 
work in the y ards in New Castle. If 
they hav e not finished their work at 
the time they are scheduled to leav e 
New Castle, they wait until they do 
finish and for this reason are gener­ 
ally sev eral hours late. Any passen­ 
ger wishing to leav e New Castle on 
this train must go to the station at 
the time that the train is scheduled to 
leav e, for fear that it might go out 
on time and as a rule has to wait 
sev eral hours until the crew perform 
their duties in the y ards. 
But the 
passenger must be at the station on 
time, as the train might accidentally 
leav e according to its schedule. 
There is no station at Dunreith and 
for this reason the trav elers must 
wait in all sorts of weather as the 
train v ery seldom 
passes on 
time. 
There is really no scheduled tune at 
that place as there is no agent or tel- 
graph station and the trav eling pub­ 
lic must guess the time or make a 
schedule of their own. The petition­ 
ers believ e they should hav e a wait­ 
ing room ev en if the train has no 
scheduled time to stop. 
In v iew of the fact that the land 
owners donated the property for the 
right-of-way with the understanding 
that they should hav e efficient train 
serv ice, they feel that their wishes 
should be giv en due 
consideration 
and at least a part of them granted. 
Although the passenger business on 
the road at the present time is not 
v ery good they feel that it would be 
much better and would be beneficial 
to the owners to establish a better 
and more efficient serv ice. 
The petitioners then ask that the 
following requests be granted: That 
an additional train be run daily in 
order that they may be able to trade 
and v isit in Rushv ille; 
that they 
operate on schedule time so that their 
patrons will not be compelled to wait 
for sev eral hours in order to be sure 
they will catch the train; 
and that 
they erect a new station at Dunreith 
so that the trav eling public will not 
be forced to stand for sev eral hours 
in the middle of the road and wait 
for a train.
